serted, “ when Charles the F’irst was 
beheaded.

a nasty thing 
to do but it had to be done. If there 
had been fewer crowned heads live 
years ago there would have been no 
war, and if there 
was 
one reason 
for fewer crowned heads five years 
ago, there arc 
a 
hundred 
million 
reasons now. 
“ The colonies would have had 
no 
trouble with the English king if he 
had not been a hull-headed German. 
George the Third could get no Eng­ 
lish to tight the colonies so he went 
over to Germany 
and 
hired some 
Hessians. 
But there 
was another 
George in this country--Washington 
by name. He slipped across the river 
one morning and captured a thous­ 
and Hessians. Now many years la­ 
ter George’s cousins 
slipped across

dreds of them came to America and 
Germany was literally ehptied of the 
spirit of democracy.

The three great

democracy in 1848 when the spirit 
o"f~3emocracy -expressed -itself*-in 
the form of a revolution. 


"The spirit of democracy arose 


again in England," the speaker as- 
serted, "when Charles the First was 
beheaded. That was 
n nasty thing 


to do but it had to be done. If there 
had been fewer crowned heads five 
years ago there would have been no 
war, and if there was one reason 
for fewer crowned heads five years 
ago, there are a hundred million 
reasons now. 


"The colonies would have had 


trouble with the English king if he 
had not been a bull-headed German. 
George, the Third could get no Eng- 
lish to fight the colonies so he went 
over to Germany and 
hired some 


'Hessians. 
But there 
was another 


George in this country—Washington 
by name. He slipped across the river 
one morning and captured a thous- 
and Wessians. Now many years la- 
ter George's cousins slipped across 
the ocean and whipped the whole 
German army. 


"But the German revolution failed 


in 1848 and those with the spirit of 
democracy were persecuted. Hun- 
dreds of them came to America and 
Germany was literally efr.ptied of the 
spirit of democracy.

thrown. The three great
